“MACAO SILVER 


GOVERNMENT MAY 
ISSUE COINS

Aso result of the abnormal 
situation created in the silver 
market, the Government of Macao 
‘has prohibited the export of silver 
in any form, including, ‘Chinese 
silver currency, which has been 
the-medium of small business and 
even fairly large transactions 
among the Chinese.
